The plano was originally placed in the 
Alpena Music House in 1889 and was used 


for entertamment there for a number of 
years, 

“Thats where it first started) out”

Eventually, the piano was removed, 


which ultimately saved it from a fire that 
destroyed the music house. 

“Tt was saved just because it had been 
sold and moved to another location,” 
Dawson said. 

The piano was a fixtare at Flowers by 
Josie during special events. 

“We had tC in the shop for all of those 
years and many times it was played for 
Christmas Walks and special concerts that 
we had here,” Dawson said, 

Two years ago, Dawson had the piano 
moved to the Apollo's Lyre Art Gallery for

For that 
reason, the ageney asks 
employers to adjust their 
payroll systems as soon as 
possible. but not Jater than 
Jan 31, 2011. 

For any Social Security 
lax over withheld during 
January, employers should 
make an offsetting adjust- 
mentin workers’ pay as soon 
as possible but not later than 
March 31, 2011, 

Employers and payroll 
companies will handle the 
withholding changes. so 
workers typically won'l 
need to take any additional 
action, such as filling out a 
new W-4 withholding form. 

The IRS urges workers lo 
review their withholding 
every year and, if necessary, 
fill out anew W-4 and give il 
to their employer. For exam- 
ple. individuals and couples 
with multiple jobs, people 
who are having children, 
getting married. getting 
divorced or buying a home, 
and) those who typically 
wind up with a balance due 
or large refund at the end of 
the year may want to consid- 
er submitting revised W-4 
forms.

USDA seeking applicants for 
Wetland Restoration Program 


Landowners who would 
ike to restore former wet- 
lands on their property are 
encouraged to contact the 
UES: Department of 
Agriculture. The USDA ts 
accepling applications for a 
program that provides fnan- 
cial assistance for restoring 
Wetlands and purehases per- 
manent or long-term case- 


ments on land that 1s 
enrolled. 
The Wetlands Reserve 


Program (WRP) is adminis- 
tered by the USDA Natural 
Resources Conservation 
Service. Landowners who 
enroll fand in the program 
receive financial assistance 
of up to 100 percent of the 
cost of restoring land that 
was once wetland habitat 
hack to its previous condi- 
tion. Program parlicipants 
also have the option of sell- 
ing a permanent or 30-year 
casement of the restored 
wetlands to the USDA. 

Applications for WRP are 
accepted on a continuous 
basis by NRCS and applica- 
lions received by Feb. 2 will 
be considered for funding in 
2011. Applicants secking to 
enroll land in 2011 should 
contact their local USDA 
Service Center as soon as 
possible to begin the appli- 
cation process. 

Restoring wetlands has 
many benefits for Michigan 
residents. Wetlands improve 
water quality by fillering 


nutrients from runoff water, 
reduce flooding by storing 
water fron storms and snow 
melt, help recharge under- 
ground aquifers and provide 
valuable habitat for a wide 
variety of wildlife. 

Landowners who choose 
to enroll their land in a per- 
manent easement — can 
receive JOO percent of the 
cost for restoring (heir land 
to welland habitat. Phe pro- 
eram pays 75 percent of the 
cost for restoring wetland 
habitat for land carolled: in 
40-year easements or for 
land restored without an 
easenent. 

Landowners are paid a 
fixed price for enrolling land 
with a permanent casement 
which is based on the mar- 
ket price of farmland in their 
region of the state. 
Participants who enroll land 
in 30-year easements 
receive 75 percent of the rate 
paid for permanent case- 
ments. 

Participants who sell per- 
manent or long-term ease- 
ments on land they enroll in 
WRP are allowed to use 
their land for recreation and 
other defined uses. They 
also retain the right to con- 
trol access to their property.

A Grayling welding 
shop was totally destroyed 
by a fire last week. 

The fire started at 4 Mile 
Welding, located at 5422 
W. 4 Mile Road, around 5 
pan. on Tuesday, Dec. 21. 

Lon Gauthier, who has 
owned 4 Mile Welding for 
SIX years, Was repairing a 
leak on a heat exchanger 
for an old snowmobile. He 
had just finished working 
on another snowmobile 
when the fire ignited. 

“They caught on fire ina 


flash while To was still 
welding,” Gauthier said. 


Gauthier and apprentice 


Bill Chase were able to 
escape the ~—— building 


unharmed. 

Gauthier went back into 
the burning workshop 
three times. 

First, he grabbed kéys 
for his truck so he could 
move it away from. the 
burning building. Then, 
Gauthier removed a com- 
puter and money stored in 
a cash drawer. Finally, 
Gauthier rushed back in an 
attempt to move gas tanks 
containing flammable fuel

away from the fire so they 
would not explode. 

“AC that point, the fire 
was 100 much and | could- 
n’t get near them,” he said. 

Fortunately, safety 
mechanisms on the gas 
tanks melted away, allow- 
ing the gas to escape and 
burn. 

“Tt effectively turns them 
into big blow torches and 
they go until there is no gus 
left in them,” Gauthier 
said. 

The building was a total 
loss and Gauthier has been 
inventorying the contents 
of the building to. help 
insurance adjusters calcu- 
late final damages. 

Gauthier credited 
Grayling Fire Department 
firefighters, who live near 
the business, for getting to 
the scene quickly after wit- 
nessing the fire. 

“T couldn't beheve how 
fast they got heres he said. 
“Pim sure that helped expe- 
dite the process, but f was 
already on the phone with 
OTT and getting people on 
the way.”

doned and lost pets after 
Hurricane Katrina. It also 
sponsors monthly rescue 
flights from Mooresville, 
N.C., the hub of opcrations 
for most NASCAR teams, 
to the North Shore Animal 
League in Port Washington, 
N.Y., which bills ttself as 
the largest’ no-kill) animal 
rescue and adoption organt- 
zauion in the world. 

Guay started the Leaning 
Oaks Cat Haven in 2007. 
She obtained a license to 
operate the facility through 
the Michigan Department of 
Agriculture and gained non- 
profit: status as a reseuc 
operation. 

In 2009, Beaver Creek 
Township planners denied a 
special use permit for Guay, 
essentially shutting down 
the non-profit’ cat rescue 
operation. 

Guay, however, — has 
appealed her case to the 
Michigan Court of Appeals 
to continue the cat rescue as 
a home occupation. Her 
case is sll pending, 

Guay stressed that none 
of the fimding from the 
Greg Biffle Foundation will 
go toward her Jegal battles, 
The funds have been ear- 
marked to buy cat food, cat 
litter, improve the lives and 
well being of the cals and to 
continue promotion of cat 
adoption. 


“Things are few and far 
between,” said Guay, who 
said the donation was the 
largest she has received 
since the cat haven was 
founded, 

Guay has adopted out 49 
cats over the years and still 
have 30 cats, which are 
about one and hall years 
old, in her care. She said 
only one kitten has been left 
outside of her home since 
her legal entanglement with 
Beaver Creek Township and 
the 46th Circuit Trial Court 
began. 46th Circuit) Trial 
Court Judge Dennis F, 
Murphy ruled that) Guay 
exhausted her right to 
appeal the decision of the 
Beaver Creek Township 
Planning Commission to the 
local court system. 

Officials mandated that 
Guay bring 1 no more cats 
into her the rescue opera- 
tion, which ts located in the 
basement of her home. She 
obtained a voucher to have 
the cat spayed ata Lewiston 
veterinary clinic and had it 
placed with a family before 
she left the clinic. 

Adopting out the older 
cats has proven to be more 
dilficult.
